Chief Judge J. Edward 
Lumbard of the 2d U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals made 
the suggestion to the Confer- 
ence of State Chief Justices. 

Lumbard, who heads an 
American Bar Association 
committee on criminal justice 
standards, told the top state 
judges, “Lf we take away the 
means of the possible solution 
of many crimes by confession, 
is it not then logical that these 
other means be made avail- 
able?’* 

Lumbard agreed with for- 
mer New York prosecutor 
Richard H. Kuli that the bar 
“ought not to shrink" from 
“re-examining our entire po- 
sition with respoct to 
Fifth Amendment.”
